all-time appearances list. 


Up to last Sunday, Watson played 236 matches for a 
remarkable average of 26 games in every one of the nine 


National League seasons. 


The achievement is all the 
more noteworthy as Watson 
has stayed with the one club, 
Sydney City Hakeah. 


Watson has a one-match lead 
over John O'Shea, last year’s 
leader even though O'Shea was 
an ever-present at St George 
throughout 1985. 


The appearance records 
take into consideration the 
championship play-offs, which 
are part of the league cam- 
paign, and Hakoah played four 
games in the play-offs com- 
pared with St George which 
played only one. 


Watson and O’Shea are 
among 18 players who have 
now passed the 200-appear- 
ance mark in the NSL. 


Of the 18, 15 will still be ac- 
tive in the league this year, 
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meaning they will continue to 
set the pace and establish re- 
cords unlikely to be beaten for 
some time 


Just behind O’Shea is a posse 
of three Victorians, all capable 
of outplaying the Sydney duo in 
the long run because of their 
younger age. 


Zoran Ilioski, the youngest 
of the top five at 28, moved 
from fifth to third spot, just 10 
apperances behind Watson. 


[lioski was the only ever-

Tlioski’s team-mate at Make- 
donia, Gary Cole, is in fourth 
position, one behind Ilioski, 
after missing four games 
through injury last season. 


Jim Campbell, third at the

From the 18 players in the 
200 club, Tony Henderson of 
Marconi and Jim Cant of Syd- 
ney Hakoah made the biggest 
jumps up the list.

“] knew a couple of the 
guys at Caulfield se I went 
down there and we've got a 
tremendous team spirit. We 
all get along really well; in 
fact I can’t think of a player 
who truly dislikes another 
player.” 

Caulfield, for most State 
League followers, is an un- 
known quantity. Most know 
that it is a Greek club and 
that it has risen rapidly 
through the leagues, but few 
could tell you anything 
about the players or coach 
Takis Svingos. 

“We've got a lot of young 
players. 1 reckon that about 
eight of the first team guys 
are 22 or under and we just 
want to go forward all the 
time. It’s great. I think 
we're a bit like Watford in 
that you couldn’t say that 
we operate under any rigid 
system. We all can play and 
we all know how each other 
plays and Takis is a great 
motivator.” 

Caulfield wants to con- 
solidate its State League 
status this year.

times, I wouldnt even want 
the ball. If a Patikas, an Od- 
zakov, a Davidson made a 
mistake, he’d get told oif.

Patikas is of the opinion that 
his former Sydney Croatia 
team-mate, Graham Arnold, 
who scored five goals in nine 
games for the Socceroos, 
would have troubled the Scot- 
tish defence because he has 
the speed that Kosmina lacks. 

However, Patikas sees hope 
in the future — a future of 
which he hopes to be a part, 
because his contract with AEK 
Athens allows him to play for 
the Socceroos.

“At the moment, many 
young players with potential 
want to leave Australia be- 
cause the game isn't skilful 
enough there. When Kevin 
Keegan guested with Black- 
town, he said Australian soccer 
was more physical than En- 
gland. Vassili Hatzipanagis, of 


Traklis, said he had come to 


Australia to play soccer and to 
entertain, not to have his legs 
broken.” 

Patikas started as a goal- 
keeper in the under 6 team of 


Leichhardt Police Boys Club. 
He has represented Australia 
23 times at senior level and his 
30 games for the national 
youth team remain a record.

HOW TV SOCCER CAN INSULT THE FANS 


“They will look for the 
open man upfield, and in 
electing to do that they 
drop it back to the full- 
back, he sends it ahead, a 
misfire is on the pass, it 
goes out on the nearside 
touchline, and there you 
see the bench...” 


Who said that? What sport 
is it? What exactly is he talk- 
ing about? 

You may well ask. So let me 
translate. 

“The strikers are well

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marked, the back pass is the 
only choice, the long ball for- 
ward doesn’t find its man. 
Throw in. Another mistake 
which won't bring smiles to 
the faces on the bench.” 

The first quote is, believe it 
or not, part of a soccer com- 
mentary though it may as 
well have been American 
football or some other of the 
many Stateside concoctions 
they refer to over there as the 
“ball game”. 

It is part of a sound-track 
which accompanied the vid- 
eotape of the World Cup quali- 











fier between Iraq and Syria, 
recently delivered to SBS 
Television and soon to be 
shown on the “World Soccer” 
program. 

It is delightful stuff. Some- 
thing which, if you heard it, 
would make you wish you had 
never taken the present crop 
of Australian soccer com- 
mentators for granted. 

I mean, say what you will 
about the SBS voices, but they 
are at least of men who love 
and know the game and have 
grown up on it. 

Not so our friend doing the 
voice on the Iraq v Syria 
game. And I do nat know his 
name except to say, by his 
drawl, he is North American. 

He, for instance, begins the 
commentary by saying: “The 
Syrian side is now ready to 
ane the posture of kicking 
Off:.<." 

As any able newspaper sub- 
editor will tell you, that sim- 
By means: “Syria will kick 
ofi.” 

Generously, before begin- 
ning to describe the action, he 
offers to go through “the team 
alignments” for us, pointing 
out that both sides are 
“aligned” in a 4-4-2 formation. 

He then talks of “left wing 
fullbacks” and “right wing 
fullbacks”, “air balls”, “give 
and go combination moves”, 


“short hop-traps by the goal- 
keeper”, “tripping fouls”, 
“double marks” and “crossing 
passes”. 

The Syrian half becomes 
the “Syrian zone” and when 
an Iraqi strike misses a 
chance, it’s described as: 
“_,.a lead ahead pass to the 
Iraqui target man who cannot 
keep control of the dirdle.” 

It is in fact the same man 
(I’m sure I recognise the 
voice) who got me into an em- 
barrassing drop of hot water 
some years ago. 

It was he whose voice-track 
accompanied another game 
some years ago screened by 
SBS. 

Though his commentary 
had to be replaced because of 
his embarrassingly limited 
knowledge of the game, I as- 
sumed, admittedly danger- 
ously, that the information his 
commentary carried was 
correct. 





It was a game involving the 
Brazilian Flamengo whose 
goalkeeper he referred to as 
“Defensor” and their coach as 
“Claudio Coutinho”. 

I did the voice-over accord- 
ingly only to find out to my 
astonishment later that the 
goalkeeper was in fact Raul 
and that Claudio Coutinho had 
been killed in a scuba-diving 
accident some weeks earlier. 

It was a hardy lesson from 
which I learned never to trust 
first-hand information. 


But another thing one 
might learn from this gentle- 
man’s treatment of his audi- 
ence is perhaps one more 
reason why soccer failed in 
the United States. 

From what I know, the 
glamorous North American 


Soccer League, while it lived, 


was covered in America in 


this way: with dead-rich 
American commentators and 
the accompanying “Hi ya 
folks, isn’t this wonderfull” 


American hype for fear that 
anything else would alienate 
the ‘real’? American 
audience. ; 

It was, in my view, this kind 
of baloney which killed the 
NASL. Once Pele and Becken- 
bauer had left the soccer 
wasn’t good enough and ail 
they were left was the glitter 
and the razzamatazz which is 
fine for Barnum and Bailey 
but has never done for soccer 
fans, or even potential soccer 
fans. 


Evidence for this also was 
the huge success of the Olym- 
pic soccer in the United 
States. That was the full quid, 
it did not need any hype or 
baloney, and merely because 
the soccer was real and good, 
the fans came in droves. 


That's what the soccer mar- 
keteers do not understand, 
either in the United States or 
here. 

That dressing up soccer in 
unfamiliar, unsuitable 
clothes is not only a demon- 
strable failure where attract- 
ing new fans is concerned. 


To have non-soccer men do 
commentaries, host programs 
and write soccer stories is a 
deep insult to fans who crave 
for a bit of “fair dinkum” 
treatment.

Most players rated amongst the 
best in the Bundesliga, one of Eu- 
rope’s toughest domestic competi- 
tions, would be well established on 
the internatinal soccer stage.

South Korea’s refusal to select pro- 
fessionals, in particular foreign- 
based professionals, resulted in Cha’s 
exile from international football 
after he had played in the 1973 and 
1977 World Cup Campaigns — both 
times against Australia. 

Now, at the age of 32, he has been re- 
calied for the World Cup finals to give the 
Asians an exciting new dimension. 

Cha had represented his country an as- 
tonishing 141 times in full, Olympic, youth, 
universities and military internationals 
when a Seoul businessman sponsored a tri- 
. ve Bundesliga club SV Darmstadt in 
1978. 

Cha still wore his tracksuit when 
whisked away from the closing ceremony 
of the Asian Games finals (in which he was 
a gold medallist and leading scorer) to 
catch a plane in order to beat the Bundes- 
liga registration deadline. 

Darmstadt was so impressed by its Asian 
recruit that it fielded him, within a few 
days of bis arrival, in a Christmas holiday

fixture against VFL Bochum. Cha lasted 78 
minutes before the unaccustomed rigors of 
professional football took their toll and he 
wa substituted, but his role in the 3-1 win 
marked him as a rare talent. 

However, the airforce officer had to fly 
home immediately te complete his na- 
tional service. He was met in Seoul by 
angry Kerean military authorities, who 
claimed he had been absent without 
leave, 3 

This resulted in six months being added 
to Cha’s period of compulsory service and 
his Airforce Club refusing to accept the 
$800 in appearance fee and bonuses Darm- 
stadt forwarded. 

A yeer later, civilian Cha Kun returned 
to Germany, but not to rejoin Darmstadt. 
He had been transferred to Eintracth 
Frankfurt during his absence. 

Cha spent four fruitful seasons with Ein- 
tracht, winning both West German Cup and 
UEFA Cup winners’ medals and concret- 
ing a reputation as a left winger of indis- 
putable class. 

In 1980, he was rated the Bundesliga’s 
best player by the reputable magazine 
“Kicker” — being preferred to European 
Footballer of the Year Kevin Keegan! 








Later that year, a serious back injury 
threatened to curtail his career, but a full 
recovery was achieved in a remarkably 
short time. Cha attributed this to the power 
of prayer. 

A practising Christian, he also believes 
that his beliefs have enabled him to obtain 
rare tranquility when playing! 

In 1983, Eintracht, anxious to reduce its 
near-crippling wages bill, transferred the 
Korean to unfashionable Bayer Leverku- 
sen. During his first season there, the 
North Rhine club finished 7th — its highest 
ever Bundesliga position. Cha contributed 
many superb displays and 12 goals. 

Although now a veteran, Cha retains a 
position alongside the West German do- 
mestic league’s better performers. Indeed, 
“Kicker” recently ranked him as one of 
the top four. 

His appearance in Mexico will provide 
the Mundial with one of its most intriguing 
aspects and probably a truly appropriate 
swansong. 

Cha has long vowed to devote himself to 
the Lutheran church upon retirement 
from football. Over 3,000 people once as- 
sembled in Seoul to hear him preach. 

The man known in Germany as “Tcha 
Bang”, because of his explosive mode of 
front running, may soon be pursuing a 
much quieter, but in its diverse way equal- 
ly challenging, profession.

South Korea is the 


first Asian side to 


qualify for a second 
World Cup finals. 


South Korea is the perpetual 
force of Asian soccér; invari- 
ably a contender for the conti- 
nent's premier honors and the 
producer of far more quality 
players than any other nation 
in the region. 

Away from Asia though, 
South Korea’s performances 
have been dreadful. 
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Its previous World Cup fin- 
als experience in 1954 
brought defeats by Hungary 
(0-9) and Turkey (8-7). 

Two appearances at the 
Olympic Games finals added 
thrashings by Sweden (0-12 in 
1948) and United Arab Repub- 
lic (0-10 in 1964). 

It is highly unlikely that this 
Mundial will produce similar 
humiliations, for South Korea 
has, at long last, determined to 
field its best possible 
combination. 

For many years, the cream 
of Korean talent had been 
lured away to the professional 
leagues of Hong Kong, West 
Germany, Holland and North 
America. Oncé a player took to 
the paid ranks, he was auto- 
matically barred from repre- 
senting Korea by a national 
federation which appeared to 
have been transplanted from 
the Victorian era. 

A change of attitude was pro- 
voked not so much by the 
“prawn drain”, but the cHal- 
lenge to soccer's traditional 
popularity presented by pro- 
fessional baseball. 

Korea’s first professional 
club — Hallelujah Eagles — 
was formed in 1980. 

During the course of the 
next half decade, five other 
professional outfits appeared 
— Pohang Dolphins, Lucky 
Goldstar Bulls, Yukong Ele- 
phants, Daewoo Royals and 
Hyundai Tigers. 

The six pro teams, along 
with two prominent amateur 
sides, constitute the “Superlea- 
gue" — which is now Korea’s 
premier domestic competition. 

Yet, the universities still 
form the cornerstone of do- 
mestic soccer. 

Every member of the squad 
in Mexico will have received a 
college education It is un- 
heard of for any player to join 
a professional club without 
having first assured his future 
by graduation from an institute 
of higher learning. 

Six university students (all 
amateurs) will probably be in- 
cluded in the 22-man squad 
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which flies to Mexico. 

Only three years ago, it 
would have been unthinkable 
for amateurs and professionals 
to appear in the same team. 
Today, however, Korea fields 
two selections — its strongest 
conceivable combination 
(World Cup team) and an all- 
amateur side (“Hwarang”). 

Further liberalisation was 
displayed earlier this year with 
Cha Bum Kun’s addition to the 
World Cup squad. Cha had 
been playing in West Germany 
for eight years and, as a conse- 
quence, exiled from interna- 
tional football throughout that 
period. 

Highly rated in Germany, he 
now has, at the age of 33, a 
belated opportunity to display 
his skills on the world stage. 

Cha will undoubtedly com- 
plement a team which has 
grown in strength steadily 
since it was beaten 1-0 by Ma- 
laysia in Kuala Lumpur during 
the qualifying rounds. 

The trauma of that defeat 


_resulted in a new coach and 


wholesale changes to the 
squad. Mung Chong Shik re- 
signed, to be succeeded by 
Kim Jung Nam and the Iat- 
ter’s determination to see Ko- 
rea represented by its most 
accomplished players may 
well herald its emergence as 
a genuine world soccer 
power. 

The current South Korea 
team should certainly perform 
far better than the flagbearers 
of 1948, 1954 and 1964. 

Hopes that it will emulate its 
norther neighbors who shook 
international soccer in 1966 by 
upsetting Italy are a little 
unrealistic. 

The Italians are sure to be 
careful not to suffer a repeat of 
the blackest day in their foot- 
ball history and Argentina will 
surely carry too many big 


guns. 

Bulgaria though may be vul- 
nerable and South Korea will 
be disappointed by anything 
less than a draw on June 5. 

That would bring the Kore- 
ans great credit and might 
even prove a springboard for 
greater things.

CHO BYUNG DUK (Halle- 
Iujah Eagles): Goalkeeper who 
made his senior international 
debut in the quatifying round 
play-off with Japan and was 
outstanding during the accli- 
matisation tour of Mexico late 
last year.

Tigers): Once on the books of 
PSV Eindhoven (Holland), this 
intelligent midfielder went into 
the new year under an injury 
cloud, but should be fit for 
Mexico. 

KIM SAM SOO (Tong A Uni- 
versity): Another graduate 
from the Olympics and Univer- 
sities selections, he scored a 
hat-trick int he play-off for 
fifth place against Mexco dur- 
ing the last World University 
Games. A member of the Kore- 
an squad in Australia for the 
1981 Coca-Cola Cup finals. 

LEE TAE HO (Daewoo 
Royals): Generally regarded 
as the squad’s best all-round 
player, having pace (able to 
sprint 100 metres in 12 sec- 
onds), good shooting ability 
and excellent dribbling skills. 
He often plays as striker for his 
club, but oeprates in midfield 
for South Korea and the Asian 
All Star XIs.

At 192cm, 
is easily the tallest squad 
member. 

BYUN BYUNG JOO (Po- 
hang Dolphins): A highly-rated 
winger whose powerful shot 
has earned him the nickname 
of “The Bullet’. Made his se- 
nior international debut 
against Indonesia during the 
qualifying rounds and scored 
after coming on as a substitute. 

CHOI SOON HO (Pohang

CHA BUM KUN (Bayer Le- 
verkusen): On the outer since 
becoming a European-based 
professional in 1978, he was re- 
called to senior international 
squad early this year as the 
South Korean federation fur- 
ther “liberalised” its attitude to 
paid players. Despite his age 
(33 on May 21) he was recently 
named as one of the top four 
players in the Bundesliga by 
the authorative magazine 
“Kicker”. A striker who has av- 
eraged over one goal in three 
games throughout his career in 
West Germany, which has in- 
cluded stints with Darmstadt 
and Eintracht Frankfurt. He 
gained a UEFA Cup winners’ 
medal with the latter. Played 
against Australia in the 1973 
and 1977 World Cup 
campaigns. 


KIM JUNG NAM (Coach): 
Born in North Korea in 1943, 
he moved south with his par- 
ents soon afterwards and be- 
gan his football career with 
Korea University in his late 
teens, later becoming an inter- 
national. Coached the national 
amateur side (“Hwarang”) 
from 1980 to 1982, then took 
the reins at Superleage club 
Yukong Elephants in 1983 and 
remained there until March of 
last year when appointed to 
take charge of the World Cup 
side after a traumatic defeat in 
Malaysia.

About Mehmet Durakovic, of Juven- 
tis he said: “Durakovic cannot make up 
his mind. It is up to him. If he wants to 
come, he is welcome.” 

He also would welcome Durakovie’s 
Juventus team-mate, Joe Palatsides. 

Meanwhile, he is pleased that Vojis- 
lav Vukcevic, one of three players he 
brought with him from Yugoslavia, has 
recovered from an injury which threw 
a scare through the J.U.S.T camp last 
week. “He was more hurt in the mind 
than in the body,” is the way Sekularac 
put it. 

He will continue to train his players 
hard — Mondays, Tuesdays, Wednes- 
days and Thursdays. They will get Fri- 
days off, but will be called in again on 
Saturday mornings for a light run and 
tactical talk. 

“My love is soccer. I hate players 
who come to training without a sense of 
pleasure and enjoyment. I loved every 
minute of my training and my games. I 
expect my players to have the same 
sort of love,” he said. 

He made mistakes as a player — big, 
big mistakes — and new finds himself 
in a schoolmaster role, warning his 
charges to avoid such mistakes. 

Drago Sekularac, now 49, was more 
popular in Yogoslavia than Tito him- 
self, according to Cedo Cirkovic. 

“Many coaches are jealous of each 
other but in this case, if you ask me 
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about jealousy, I say: ‘How can you be 
jealous of the greatest player Yugosla- 
via has had?” 

Cirkovic was a young player at Red 
Star during one of the periods when 
“Bad boy” Sekularac was serving a 
long suspension. “The club organised 
training sessions to help Seki stay in 
condition, and we had about 7060 
people just watching the training!” 

At 22, Seki was banned by the Yugo- 
slav Football Association for 18 
months. 

He had broken the leg of an opponent 
in a match against Sarajevo. 

“The boy was just unlucky,” Seku- 
larac said. “I didn’t mean it. The refer- 
ee didn’t even award a free kick.” 

That was in 1959, Sekularac served a 
year, and then was allowed to play 
again. 

His second 18-month suspension 
came in 1963, after the World Cup in 
Chile. 

He pushed the referee to the ground 
during a match against Radnicki Nis. 
“It was a very hard push,” he remem- 
bers with a grin. 

“After the World Cup, I came back 
with a reputation, and I expected refer- 
ees to give me a bit of protection on the 
field. But he didn’t. There were bad 
tackles on me throughout the game, un- 
til I lost my temper...” 

That 18-month suspension eventually 
was red 
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@ Drago Sekularac 
Sekularac’s popularity among the 
people, 

He expressed admiration for young 
players like Mike Petersen and Paul 
Wade of Juventus, prompting us to ask 
what advice Sekularac has for the bid- 
ding young star: 

“He must love soccer,” Sekularac 
answers. 

“He must try to improve from day to 
day and never believe he knows 
enough. 

“His skill always must be comple- 
mented by fitness. 

“like a boxer, he must always be 
ready. If he is not fit, it is easy to be 
injured, and that is a KO for him and 
his club. 

“Today, young players enjoy drink- 
‘ing and discos. They face two roads. if 
they go along the wrong one, they are 
finished.” 

Seki recalled the 1956 Olympic 
Games final which Yugoslavia lost 8-1 
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to the USSR in front of 105,008 people at 
the MCG. - 

“I dribbled everyone and the players 
almost killed me after the game,” he 
said. 

“Once, I was in front of the goalkeep- 
er, Lev Yashin. I pretended I was going 
to sheot, expecting him to dive down, 
and then I would have put the ball to 
the other side of him. But he didn’t dive. 
He just stood in front of me. Todor Ve- 
selinovic was on my left, waiting for 
me to pass. He had an open goal. But 
when Yashin decided to stand, [ lost the 
ball. I was young and stupid.” 

We finish our talk with a further 
evaluation by Sekularac of the greatest 
players he has seen. 


“Sivori was a player like me. He was | 


my ide], and he remains my all-time 
favorite. Second is Puskas, and then 
Pele,” he says. 

_ “Zlatkoe Cajkovski was the greatest 
Yugoslav player, but soccer was differ- 
ent in those days. We played for the 
love of the game. Then came the era of 
big money, and of that era, Dragan 
Dzajic remains No.3. He retired with a 
lot of money. He played for big money. 
We played because football was our 
passion.” 

Such passion smoulders still in virtu- 
osos like Josip Biskic, Marshall Soper, 
Steve Gojevic, Drago Deankovic, Zarko 
Odzakov, Alan Davidson, Chris Kalant- 
zis, Lou Hristodoulov......a passion 
stoked by dollars, but a passion 
nevertheless. 


And it is this type of passion that 
Sekularac hopes to stir in the men of 
J3.U.S.T. On evidence so far, he will be 
successiul, but only if he gets a few 
more players to enable J.U.S.T. to sur- 
vive a long, hazardous season.

Moffitt is a kid

For Craig Moffitt, the most difficult thing 
about playing for St George in the NSL this 


year will be organizing his time. 

Moffitt, a gangling 18-year-old, seems assured of a regular 
place with the Saints after a strong start to the year. 

And that means a shortage of time, for he also is training 
with the state under 19 team with coach Alan Vest. On top of it 
all he is in his first year at university, doing a Civil Engineer- 
ing course. 

“I just can't afford to waste a minute,” said Moffitt 

“T often train four nights a week — three with Saints and one 
with the state team — and that’s after a day at university. 

“T have to try and squeeze study in around training. I do some 
when I get home at night, then try and spend all day Saturday 
with the books 

“If I can manage it, I try and go out on Saturday night, but with 
matches on Sunday I can’t afford to stay out too late.” 

Moffitt is a long-time Saints player, starting with them in the 
under 10s and working his way up through the grades and 
various state representalive teams. 

Last year he made an impression in the reserve team and 
Saints coach Frank Arok decided to trial him during the 1986 
NSW Ampol Cup. 

His form was impressive and has given him a good claim for a 
regular spot 

Arok said he now would find it hard to drop the youngster, 
who he rates as one of the fittest players in the NSL. 

“He has speed, fitness, aggression and confidence,” Arok said. 

“He'll be invaluable this year.” 

Moffitt feels his biggest breakthrough this year was when he 
actually started to believe that he was good enough for the first 
team. 

“You can play in the reserves and the state reps and there, 
well, you're a leader — one of the players the others look up to,” 
he said. 

“But when you move into the firsts, then you're suddenly the 
new kid, the youngster.” 

The hard part was convincing himself he was as good as the 
rest. 

“Once you make that decision — then you can settle down and 
start learning things.” 

His ambitions in soccer are obvious. 

Establishing himself in the St George team is number one 
priority, then he intends breaking into the young Socceroos. 


“T'll be eligible for the 1987 team for Chile. 

“It’s not that far off, and my plan is to establish myself with 
Saints and to perform well in the state team.” 

He's being used as a midfielder by Arok, though for the past 
four years he has been a central defender. But the switch doesn’t 
really bother him 

“Frankly, I'd play anywhere. But I feel it’s helping my game. 
So much more happens in midfield and you need to be a lot 


fitter” 


The dua! roles could help him in the state team too. 

“There's no harm being a versatile player.” 

Not surprisingly, most of his idols are defenders. 

Three in particular are Franz Beckenbauer, Gordon McQueen 
and the Saints’ own Dave Ratcliffe. 

“They've all got elements of what I'd like to be.” 

Arok is confident the lad will make it. 

“He looks clumsy when you first see him, but in that awk- 
wardness he has his own style and it all works,” Arok said. 

“When I first tried him out I just wanted to give everyone a 
run and see what they had to offer. Now he looks like being a 


regular 


“The way he’s playing, how can I drop him?”

“The more I play the more I learn, so [ hope things keep going
